S urprise, surprise, we aren’t all perfect! A popular 
magazine recently published a survey about 
honesty. Virtually everyone who did the survey 
admitted that they had been dishonest at some time 
in their lives. But people had very different ideas 
about what was acceptable in different situations. 




One classic test of honesty is when we’re given too much 
change in a shop. In the survey, 67% of people said that 
they would return the money, but others said that the answer 
depended on the shop assistant and the type of shop. Some 
said, for example, that they would return the money 
to a small shop, but not to a supermarket, unless 

the assistant had been very kind, 1 -They thought 

that it wouldn’t make a difference to a big company. 


There was a similar attitude towards software and 
music: 45% of the people in the survey said that 
they had already downloaded software or music 
illegally, They said that this was OK because the 
companies which sell the software or music ‘have 

got enough money already’, 2 it seems that we 

make excuses for our dishonesty so that we don’t 
feel too guilty, 


We also persuade ourselves that it’s OK to lie, and we tell 

‘white lies 1 when we don’t want to hurt people’s feelings, 3 

So if someone asks, ‘How do I look?’ and they look terrible, 
what do you say? In that type of situation, it’s often kinder to 
be dishonest. Most people said that they couldn’t tell the truth. 
They'd say that the person looked good. Or if you see your 
friend’s partner with someone else, do you tell your friend? 

The survey showed very different results for younger and older 
people: 55% of young people said that they would tel! the 
friend, while only 18% of people over fifty said the same thing, 
4 The answer isn’t clear. 

Obviously we should all do our best to be honest, but the 
survey showed that we don’t always do the right thing. 
Unfortunately, for a lot of people, what’s right and wrong isn’t 
always black and white.

By 1 989, other countries had begun to open their 
borders between Eastern and Western Europe. On 
9th November 1 989, the East German Government 
allowed people to cross the wall into West Berlin. 
Thousands of people heard the news and came to 
the wall, where they met friends and family who they 
hadn’t seen for years. Many people started to pull 
down the wall in a celebration of the 7 of their city. 


In 1 949, after the Second World War, Germany was 
divided into two countries: West Germany and East 
Germany. Berlin was the largest city and it was also 

divided into West Berlin and East Berlin. The 1 

was higher in West Germany and West Berlin, so 
many people who were living in East Germany chose 
to move. By 1 961 , around 20% of the population of 
East Germany had left for a better life, either in West 
Germany or West Berlin. 

The East German Government wanted to stop so 
many people leaving the country. They had already 

closed the main 2 with West Germany, but on 

1 3th August 1 961 , they installed a temporary 3 

between West Berlin and East Berlin. Days later, 

the East German army built a permanent 4 wall 

there -the Berlin Wall. People who were living in East 
Berlin weren’t allowed to travel to the West, or to 
have any contact with people living there. 


For twenty-eight years, people living in the East 
and West had completely separate lives. Life in East 

Germany was hard. There were food 5 and the 

secret police monitored people’s lives. During this 
time, around 5,000 people escaped from East to

H ealthy eating really does keep the doctor away and it 
may also help us feel better. A balanced diet along with 
regular exercise can reduce the risk of illnesses such as heart 
disease, diabetes and perhaps even depression. The human 
body needs three essential types of nutrient - protein, fat 
and carbohydrates - as well as fibre, vitamins and minerals. 
The key to healthy eating is getting the balance right between 
the different types of food. The perfect balance is to eat 
plenty of fruit, vegetables and carbohydrates, some dairy 
foods, meat and fish, but to go easy on the fats and sugars. 

Nutritionists say we should eat at least five portions of fruit 
and vegetables a day to get all the vitamins and minerals 
we need. These also provide fibre which helps us digest our 
food and control our weight Carbohydrates, such as bread, 
pasta and potatoes, provide calories and other nutrients and 
should make up at least a third of our diet. While protein 
is essential for building and repairing tissues, it only needs 
to make up about 15% of an adult diet. The body needs 
fat to absorb some vitamins, and some fats like omega-3 
fatty acids are essential for the brain and may even help 
learning. Foods rich in unsaturated fats, such as oily fish and 
nuts, are better than saturated animal fats which increase 
harmful cholesterol levels in our blood. Processed foods are 
particularly unhealthy because they are full of fats, sugar and 
salt and are very high in calories. 

5o far, there is little evidence to show that the type of food 
we eat affects our mood. But studies show that eating three 
meals a day affects the way we feel. Scientists believe that 
eating breakfast regularly is even more important. Studies 
show that it improves our mood and memory, gives us more 
energy and helps us to feel more relaxed. So if you want to 
feel good throughout the day, don’t miss your breakfast!

There are natural satellites like the moon, which

Artificial satellites are man-made objects which are 
sent into space. In 1957, the Soviet Union launched 
the first artificial satellite, Sputnik 1 , and today there 
are about three thousand artificial satellites in orbit 
around Earth. We use them to transmit phone calls 
and TV signals across the world, to navigate journeys, 
to forecast the weather, and to study the universe. 

The largest artificial satellite in orbit is the 

International 3 or ISS. The American 4 5 6 7 started 

taking material into space to build the ISS there in 
the late 1990s, and different teams of researchers 
have lived there continuously since November 2000. 
The ISS was also the destination of the world's first 
space tourists. One of them, the Hungarian-American 
billionaire Charles Simonyi, enjoyed the visit so much 
that he paid $35 million for a second trip. During his 
visits to space, he helped with research projects and 
chatted to schoolchildren in the USA via a video link. 

Space tourism will be more popular in the future, 
thanks to the development of sub-orbital spacecraft. 
Travelling to altitudes of over one hundred kilometres, 
these craft reach the boundaries of space, at the edge 
of the Earth's atmosphere. From there, passengers get 
a breathtaking view of Earth, and can also experience

T he Industrial Revolution started in Britain in the 
18th century. This was the social and economic 
transformation of the nation from an agricultural 
to an industrial society. The production of textiles became 
very important and many huge cotton mills were built. 
Thousands of workers were employed in them, including 
a large number of children. Child labour wasn’t a new 
phenomenon; children from working-class families had 
always worked to earn money as soon as they were old 
enough. They were usually employed locally in houses and 
shops, or on farms. 

However, working life in the cotton mills was often much 
worse for children than before. They usually lived away from 
their families, and children as young as five were employed. 
They were small enough to get under the huge machines and 
pick up loose pieces of cotton. This was a very dangerous job, 
and many children were killed or injured by the machinery. 
Children often worked up to twenty hours a day in the mills. 
If they sat down or fell asleep, they were punished and their 
low wages were reduced or stopped. Orphans and homeless 
children weren’t paid at all - food and a bed were considered 
enough for them. 

These conditions may seem appalling to us today, but most 
of the mill owners didn’t think about the children they 
were exploiting. There were no laws to protect children in 
the workplace, so they weren’t breaking the law. In many 
countries today, there are strict laws on how old children 
have to be to work, and how many hours a week they can 
work. However, child labour in the textile industry isn’t 
completely a thing of the past. In some countries, young 
children continue to work long hours in clothes factories to 
meet the demand for cheap clothing.

E very animal has a brain, but the human brain is unique. It 

controls everything we do, think or feel and allows us to speak 
and imagine. It constantly analyses and responds to messages 
from outside and inside the body. 

The three main parts of the brain - the brain stem, the cerebellum 
and the cerebrum - have evolved over millions of years. The brain 
stem is the most primitive part that we share with all animals. 

It links the rest of the brain to the spinal cord and controls 
involi body functions like breathing and digestion, as well 
as basic instincts like danger. It may be responsible for phobias, 
which scientists think are primitive survival instincts. 

Next to evolve was the cerebellum at the back of the brain. It 
isn't very large, but It contains over half of all the brain cells, or 
neurones, and deals with huge amounts of information. It controls 
balance, movement and coordination and without it we couldn't 
stand or walk straight. 

The largest and final part of the brain to develop was the 
cerebrum. This is the centre of thinking, memory and language, 
and it Is highly specialized in humans. It is this part that makes 
us more intelligent than other animals. The cerebrum is divided 
into two mispher which each control opposite sides of the 
body and seem to have slightly different functions. The right 
hemisphere helps us think about creative things like music, art and 
shapes, while the left side is better at maths, logic and language. 

Other smaller parts of the brain also have important functions. 

The hypothalamus is essential for keeping our body temperature 
constant, while the amygdala below it controls our emotions.

Life in Britain after the Second World War wasn't easy. During the 1940s, food 
was rationed, which meant that people could only buy small amounts of food 
such as butter, meat and sugar. Clothes were also rationed until 1949 because 
there wasn't enough material to produce new ones. However, at the start of 
the 1960s things started to change. Rationing had ended in 1954 and by the 
end of the decade the economy was recovering. There were plenty of jobs 
and more goods in the shops than ever before. There was a general mood 
of hope and optimism in the country and this increased when England won 
the football World Cup for the first time in 1966. Britain had become a vibrant 
and exciting place and the centre of a provocative new youth culture. The new 
fashions symbolized these changes. Clothes became more brightly coloured 
and fun, and the miniskirt and the bikini arrived on the scene, Trendy new 
boutiques opened on London's King's Road and Carnaby Street They sold 
very fashionable clothes to a new generation of stylish young people. This was 
also the era of Lesley Hornby, who became the fashion icon of the 60s with 
her boyish looks. Her childhood nickname was 'Twiggy' because she was so 
thin and she became the world's first supermodel at the age of sixteen. 

There was also a revolution in British music in the 1960s. American rock and 
roll had dominated the music scene in the 1950s, but suddenly The Beatles, 
a band from Liverpool, became the latest craze. Wherever they went there 
was hysteria, which people called 'Beatlemania'. People screamed so loudly at 
their concerts that they could hardly hear the music! Beatlemania reached the 
USA, too. When The Beatles sang live on TV there in 1964, around 74 million 
viewers watched - that was about half of the population. The 1960s became 
known in Britain as 'the swinging sixties' - a time when the country was at the 
centre of the world for fashion, pop music and culture.

The popularity of marriage in the UK has been declining over 


recent years. Almost 500,000 couples got married in 1972, but 
in 2007, there were only 270,000 weddings. It seems that these 
days more people prefer to live together without getting married. 

Today’s wedding ceremony dates back to the early 19th century, 
but many of the traditions associated with weddings are much 
older. Since the 1100s, the groom has placed the wedding ring 
on the fourth finger of the bride’s left hand. Since the 14th 
century, the bride has thrown her bouquet towards the female 
guests. According to superstition, the one who catches it will be 
the next bride. Also, for more than a hundred years, the bride 
has worn ’something old, something new, something borrowed 
and something blue’ for good luck. 

As well as the bride and groom, other people are important at 
a wedding. The groom has a ‘best man’ - usually the groom’s 
brother or a close friend. He’s responsible for getting the groom 
to the wedding on time, and he looks after the rings before the 
ceremony. The bride often has bridesmaids - friends or relatives 
who help her to get ready. They walk behind her down the aisle 
and hold her bouquet during the ceremony. The bride’s father is 
also very important. He makes a speech at the reception after 
the ceremony and traditionally he pays for everything, although 
these days many couples pay for their own wedding. 

Fewer couples get married in church today and about two thirds of 
British couples choose a civil ceremony in a government register 
office. However, it’s possible to get married in any public place 
with a special licence and some places are more unusual than 
others. Manchester United fans can get married at Old Trafford 
stadium and animal lovers can do it at London Zoo. You can even 
get married at Alton Towers, one ofthe UK’s biggest theme parks!

Snacks and co n ve n i e n have 

become a major part of the UK daily 
diet. People in Britain no longer eat 
at a table or at set meal times; they 
eat on the move while they're doing 
other things. Kids consume sweets, 
crisps and fizzy drinks on the way to 
and from school. Office workers eat 
a sandwich at their desks. On public 
transport, in the street, everywhere 
you go, people are snacking. 

The average Briton eats 7.2 kg of snacks 
each year. Italians, by comparison, eat 
just 1 kg and Russians even less. The UK 
un snack market alone is worth a 
massive £2.4 billion a year, with around 
27 million packets of crisps, nuts and 
other snacks eaten every day. Another 
£6.1 billion is spent on dpi ifectionery each 
year. Bad food is available everywhere, even 
in places that are not normally associated 
with food, like chemists and schools, 
while healthier alternatives are 
more difficult to find. 

Our bodies are genetically 
programmed to enjoy the 
tastes of fat, salt and sugar 
and the food manufacturers make 
sure that our snacks - chocolate bars 


crisps, peanuts, sandwiches, burgers - are 
full of them. Research suggests that 
junk food may even be adc c c and 
that some people simply cannot stop 
eating it. 

This snack culture is having disastrous 
effects on British people's health. Obesity 
has grown by 300% over the past 
20 years and, although rising obesity is 
a worldwide problem, in the UK the rate 
is rising faster than almost anywhere 
else. A third of the total number of obese 
children in Europe is British and experts 
say that our eating habits are to blame.

A new type of adventure travel is becoming popular with 
people who want a different kind of holiday. Volunteer 
tourism or ‘voluntourism’ involves doing volunteer work 
while you are on holiday. In the past, volunteer projects 
lasted several weeks or months and were mainly for 
students orskilled people like nurses. Nowadays, however, 
there are plenty of short-term volunteer holidays for 
just about every interest or age group, including family- 
friendly holidays. Instead of swimming in the hotel pool or 
sunbathing on the beach, you can go to South Africa and 
study rhinos, work in an elephant sanctuary in Thailand, 
or help on a construction project in Latin America. Even 
children can take part by doing simple tasks like cleaning 
beaches, planting trees or simply spending time working 
with local children. 

A volunteer holiday can be a very rewarding experience 
for a family. Volunteering as a family is a good way for 
young people to learn important values like kindness, 
responsibility and cooperation. By meeting people from 
around the world and experiencing different cultures, they 
learn to put their own problems into perspective, especially 
if they are used to an easy consumer lifestyle. They learn 
that annoying things in their daily lives, like housework or 
homework, are nothing compared to the problems that 
people from poorer countries face every day. 

However, not everyone is happy with voluntourism. 
Some people feel that it may do more harm than 
good. Voluntourists believe that they make a positive 
difference by bringing money to local communities and 
by helping with development projects, but critics argue 
that voluntourists lack the skills and the time to really 
understand the problems and make a difference. In 
some cases they may even replace local workers and 
cause further poverty. Whafs more, if people are working 
all the time, they aren’t spending money on tourist 
activities and this is bad for local economies. That’s why 
it’s important that voluntourists research their holiday 
carefully and choose a project that will really benefit the 
local community.

1970s as a reaction to the political and economic situation at the 
time.

They wore 
clothes that were unconventional and untidy - ripped clothes, 
T-shirts with anarchic slogans, leather jackets with studs, 
tight jeans with a lot of zips, and dresses made out of black 
bin liners. Punks spiked their hair, often into a Mohican style, 
and used hair dye in bright colours like neon pink, orange and 
green. Everyday items like chains and padlocks were worn as 
jewellery. Body piercing was also fashionable, particularly in the 
eyebrows, nose and lips. 



just as punk fashion aimed to shock people, punk music was loud 
and angry. The records were often produced by the punk bands 
themselves, not record companies. The lyrics were usually short 
and direct and they were shouted, not sung. Anything traditional 
or conventional - popular culture, music, rock groups, the 
Government, the monarchy - was attacked by punk musicians. 



In some parts of the world, there are still punks with the same 
look and ideology as those in the 1970s. However, in Britain and 
many other countries, punk culture has mixed with mainstream 
fashion and music. In Britain, the supermodel Agyness Deyn 
sometimes incorporates elements of punk fashion into her 
look, and in the USA, there are many pop punk bands such as 
Green Day. Ironically, this mainstream culture is something that 
the original punks hated and rebelled against.

Humour is an important aspect of life in Britain. British people can laugh 
and make jokes in almost any everyday situation.

T wo years ago, Alvin Craig was a very difficult teenager. He was 
rude and rebellious and was failing at school. ‘He argued with us 
all the time and he missed school a lot,’ said Alvin’s parents. ‘He was 
out of control and we didn't know how to help him.’ 

Many teenagers go through a difficult time, but Alvin was heading for 
serious trouble, 'it was a bad time for me, I was confused and I didn’f 
care about anything,’ said Alvin. 1 was hanging around with the wrong 
people and staying out all night. I couldn’t talk to my parents because 
they didn’t seem to understand me.’ Alvin's parents were so worried 
that they decided to send him to a boot camp. 


V 



The first boot camps were started in the USA in the 
early 1980s as an alternative to prison for young 
criminals. The idea was to discipline teenagers with a 
tough military-style programme. Since then, commercial 
boot camps have become a popular solution in the USA 
for dealing with ‘problem teenagers’. These special 
boarding schools have programmes which combine a 
strict routine with plenty of physical exercise. The focus 
is on developing the students’ self-discipline and 
self-esteem. By doing challenging outdoor activities 
and learning new skills, students discover who they 
are and what they are capable of. 

Alvin attended High Winds Academy for two years 
and the experience changed his life. ‘At first, I hated 
everything - the uniform, getting up early, the strict 
discipline and all the chores,’ said Alvin. ‘I wasn’t 
allowed to phone or text my friends back home. And I 
was very angry with my parents for sending me there.’ 
But gradually, Alvin’s attitude changed. As he gained 
confidence, his school work improved and he became 
more positive about life. 1 achieved things I never 
thought I’d be able to do,’ he said, ‘and I made some 
great friends.’ 

Boot camp may not suit everyone, especially teenagers 
with serious emotional problems, but for Alvin it 
worked. Alvin is starting college in September and 
his parents are very proud of him. ‘Our son has 
completely changed. He’s so much happier and he’s 
making plans for the future.'
